SUGGESTIONS  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THE 
GROWING  OF  HARDY  LILIES  UNDER  GLASS 

Many  florists  are  of  the  belief  that  these  can  be  forced  rapidly 
like  Giganteums.  This  is,  however,  not  so.  They  should  be  grown 
more  cool  and  be  given  a greater  length  of  time  in  which  to  flower. 
It  usually  takes  from  16  to  18  weeks  from  the  time  of  planting  to 
bring  them  into  bloom,  if  the  best  results  are  to  be  obtained.  In 
fact  if  you  can  give  them  longer  to  come  into  flower  it  is  better. 
Where  they  are  forced  with  plenty  of  heat,  the  result  is  that  you 
get  good  foliage  with  not  so  many  blooms  early.  The  latter  is 
usually  from  a money  making  standpoint.  We  have  particular 
reference  to  Lilium  Magnificum,  Melpomene,  Rubrum  and  Album.
